of the season, it was just unfortunate 
that they were playing one of the 
better teams on their schedule. 
Stamford fielded a team with ll 
seniors and 12 juniors on it as com­ 
pared to Hamlin’s seven seniors and 
six juniors and had four or five of the 
fastest boys in the district playing for 
them. 
I cannot help but feel a great deal of 
pride in these youngsters of ours. 
Sure they are still looking for their 
first win and are looking at a very 
long losing streak but you have to 
admire their courage and pride. I 
don’t know how many of us adults 
could face all of those losses and still 
come back up and play this way. 
I was also very proud of our fans 
who have done a fine job of backing 
these youngsters all year long. 
Let’s all go to Merkel Saturday 
evening and help the Pipers spoil 
Merkel’s homecoming. 


The biggest problem in our system 
of government seems to be waste. 
Every time the government sets out 
to solve a problem it seems to spend 
more money setting up the machinery 
than it does attacking the problem. 
Everyone seems to recognize this 
problem but nobody seems to be able 
to find the answer. 
An example of this is our welfare 
mess. 
Abraham Ribicoff, former Health, 
Education and Welfare Secretary and 
now Senator, has used an interesting 
analogy to emphasize this waste. 
He observes that some $31 billion 
will be spent this year, at all levels of 
government, on poverty programs. 
“ And 
yet,’’ 
he 
adds, 
“ it 
is 
questionable whether any of those 
programs have removed a single 
person from poverty. 
“It might be intriguing for senators 
to contemplate that, if we eliminated 
all 
these 
programs 
and 
bureaucracies, and divided that $31 
billion among the people who are 
under the poverty line, every family 
of four would receive a total of $4,800, 
almost $1,000 over the poverty line.” 
But what really bothers you is that 
everyone recognizes this problem in 
all areas of our government but yet no 
one seems to be able to turn it around. 
Instead of getting better it just seems 
to get worse. 
One can only wonder if our system 
of government can continue to work 
now that politicans have learned that 
they can buy votes with tax monies. It 
appears questionable if we as a nation 
have the moral fibre to make self 
government work. 
I have always maintained that the 
single most damaging act of Congress 
that will ultimately lead this nation to 
ruin was the passing of the act that 
makes it possible for the government 
to collect income taxes from the in­ 
dividual 
by 
the 
withholding 
tax 
methods. 
If every tax payer had to dig up this 
money in April every year I doubt 
very seriously if he would permit his 
representatives to spend it so freely. 
It might be that we would not have 
progressed as far as we have without 
the witholding tax but I’ll bet one 
thing for sure — we would be a lot 
more concerned about 
how 
this 
money was spent if we had to take it 
out of savings or go to the bank and 
borrow it.

Organize to Fight Weevils

ANSON — Jones County 
cotton producers 
and gin 
managers took steps Tuesday 
afternoon to protect themselves 
from future financial disasters 
brought on by the boll weevil. 
The group of about 40 farmers 
and 
gin 
m anagers, 
who 
organized themselves as the 
Jones County Boll Weevil 
Diapause Control Assn. in their 
first meeting Nov. 2, requested 
charter from the state. 
The authorization is expected 
from Austin in a few days. 
Assistant Secretary-Treasurer 
Herman Reeves of Anson said. 
Jones 
County 
cotton 
producers, as a whole, have 
been hard-hit by an almost 
unprecedented level of boll 
weevil infestations brought on 
by the recent heavy rainfall, 
said County 
Agent 
Kirby 
Clayton. Cotton estimates for 
the county’s crop have been 
drastically cut back in the wake 
of the county-wide destruction. 
Facing projections of an 
almost non-existent cotton crop, 
the 
producers 
and 
gin 
managers were understandably 
ready to “get down to brass 
tacks” Tuesday. 
Reeves said, “The general 
feeling among us is that if we 
are going to produce cotton 
economically in Jones County, 
we must take effective boll 
weevil measures.” 
As an organized body, they 
hope to accomplish through 
unity what the individual could 


not afford or attempt in the fight 
against the cotton insect. 
The first major step toward 
that end was the group’s ap­ 
proval of an aerial spraying 
program in cooperation with the 
entomologists of the Texas 
Department of Agriculture and 
the Extension service. 


The 
first 
phase of 
the 
spraying will begin in Sep­ 
tember, 1972, and will be on a 
contract basis. Reeves said. 
Reeves also noted that the 
state has a matching fund 
participation 
program 
for 
counties with a “high crop 
mortality” and that the Jones 
County farmers hope that the 
state will appropriate funds to 
them during the next called 
session. 


“The only way we can get it 
(funds) 
is 
through 
an 
organization such as ours,” 
Reeves said. 


In 
other 
organizational 
business, the members voted to 
assess an initial membership 
tee of $10 annually. A mem­ 
bership drive is now under way 
and should be completed at the 
end of this ginning season. Gin 
m anagers 
were 
named 
receiving agents for the dues. 


Fifteen gin managers and 
their two nominees from their 
communities were approved as 
permanent members of the 
association’s board of directors. 
Additionally, 
the 
gin 
managers will serve on the 
executive committee with the 


three elected officials for one 
year. 


The three elected officers of 
the Jones Co. organization are 
Stuart 
Propst

Propst appointed a by-laws 
committee to work on the 
charter when it arrives from 
Austin.

The farm ownership program 
is aimed to reach $30 million — 
$15 million of government 
money, with private lenders 
participating at a level of $15 
million,” Mr. Futch continued. 
“Projected figures for the 
farm operating loan program is 
$51 million of which $224 
million — triple last year’s 
figure — comes from regular 
commercial lenders.”

The biggest problem in our system 
of government seems to be waste.

An example of this is our welfare 
mess. 
Abraham Ribicoff, former Health, 
Education and Welfare Secretary and 
now Senator, has used an interesting 
analogy to emphasize this waste. 
He observes that some $31 billion 
will be spent this year, at all levels of 
government, on poverty programs. 
“ And 
yet,” 
he 
adds, 
“ it 
is 
questionable whether any of those 
programs have removed a single 
person from poverty. 
“It might be intriguing for senators 
to contemplate that, if we eliminated 
all 
these 
programs 
and 
bureaucracies, and divided that $31 
billion among the people who are 
under the poverty line, every family 
of four would receive a total of $4,800, 
almost $1,000 over the poverty line.” 
But what really bothers you is that 
everyone recognizes this problem in 
all areas of our government but yet no 
one seems to be able to turn it around. 
Instead of getting better it just seems 
to get worse. 
One can only wonder if our system 
of government can continue to work 
now that politicans have learned that 
they can buy votes with tax monies. It 
appears questionable if we as a nation 
have the moral fibre to make self 
government work. 
I have always maintained that the 
single most damaging act of Congress 
that will ultimately lead this nation to 
ruin was the passing of the act that 
makes it possible for the government 
to collect income taxes from the in­ 
dividual 
by 
the 
withholding 
tax 
methods. 
If every tax payer had to dig up this 
money in April every year I doubt 
very seriously if he would permit his 
representatives to spend it so freely. 
It might be that we would not have 
progressed as far as we have without 
the witholding tax but I’ll bet one 
thing for sure — we would be a lot 
more concerned about 
how 
this 
money was spent if we had to take it 
out of savings or go to the bank and 
borrow it.

Facing projections of an 
almost non-existent cotton crop,

tacks” Tuesday. 
Reeves said, “The general 
feeling among us is that if we 
are going to produce cotton 
economically in Jones County, 
we must take effective boll 
weevil m easures.”

The farm ownership program 
is aimed to reach $30 million — 
$15 million of governm ent 
money, with private lenders 
participating at a level of $15 
million,” Mr. Futch continued.

million of which

million — triple last year’s 
figure — comes from regular 
commercial lenders.”
